AS TO RACE ASSIMILATION. 

Tie assimilative power of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, acting merely by 
moral force, does not seem to be very 
much in evidence in South Africa 
just now. The Boers of Cape Colony 
are still Boers in fact and sentiment to 
the extent of joining the Transvaal in 
its miiilary struggle against Britain. 
We also read that representatives of 
almost every other nationality in the 
Transvaal has taken sides with the 
republic against Britian. It is time 
that the idea of the Anglo-Saxon hav- 
ing gréater assimilative power than 
any other race should be dropped—if 
ever sensible people held it. Given a 
sufficient preponderance of numbers, 
and sufficient time,and they can assimi- 
late others. But without such 
advantage they cannot. Give any 
other race sufficient time and numbers, 
and they can assimilate the Anglo-Sax- 
on. There is no inagic in thename or the 
race, except the magic of untiring 
effort and practical common sense— 
applied under suitable conditions. 
Unless the conditions are suitabie the 
effort and the common sense are to- 
gether unavailing. How much more so 
if common sense is not present ; as 
in the idea that a few thousand 
Canadians can assimilate the hordes of 
Russia transported to the Northwest. 
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SEVERAL papers supporting the 
liberal party and published in manu- 
facturing centres in the east are | 
starting an agitation for an increase 
of the duty on United States farm 
machinery. They many be sincere, 
but are very injudicious friends of the 
government who make the suggestion. 


THe Vancouver World has _ recent 
mention that Supt. Steele has des- 
patched relief to the victims of the 
Mackenzie river trail. This expedi- 
tion is to cross over from the Porcu- 
pine to the Peel at Fort Macpherson. 
The World says: ‘Their mission has 
been undertaken in consequence of 
tke very distressing reports that have 
reached Dawson from the Macpherson 
country during the past six months.” 
The fact that there never has been any 
distress or any prospect of any in the | 
vicinity of Fort Macpherson, and the 
further fact that there are not and 
have not been for some months any 
Klondikers there to be relieved would 
scem to indicate that this “relief of 
Edmonton trail victims” is being 
somewhat run into the ground. 


Wuen a story was circulated re- 
cently that English speaking settlerz 
were being evicted from their settle- 
ment near Devil’s lake, Assa, in 
favor of Doukhcbors the BULLETIN said 
that if the facts were as stated it was 
an outrage. The Free Press apolo- 
gized for the alleged eviction and 
tried to discredit the English settlers. 
The Free Press under its present 
management has always posed as the 
mouthpiece of the government, but in 
this case its apology was repudiated 
by the statement being denied in a let- 
ter which appeared recently in the col- 
umns of the Butierin. Because the 
Free Press apologized for what cid not 
occur—and which would have been 
distinctly contrary to the policy of the 
government had it occurred—-there- 
by showing that it was not the mouth- 
piece of the government and discredit- 
ing its pretensions as such, it is mad 
clear through at the BuLieTin and 
its editor. It heads its editorial 
wail: “The antics of an office 
holder,” and concludes with the fol- 
lowing, which is given as a sample of 
the lucidity of argument of the 
journalistic “ has been ” of Manitoba : 
“The BULLETIN may be an un-

SUCCESSFUL TRADERS. 

Hislop & Nagle’s season’s trade of 
fur arrived from Great Slave lake last 
week. Jt is the largest return ever 
sent out by this firm and is valued at 
$40,000 to $45,000. It is not offered 
for competition here. The fur is sent 
on to Lampson & Co., London, to be 
sold at their great sales. The musk 
ox robes, moose and cariboo leather, 
sinew, etc., are taken for local trade 
bere by McDougall & Secord. The 
outfit was about three weeks late in 
reaching the Landing, delayed in track- 
ing up stream by high water. The 
highest seen on the Athabasca for 
twenty years. The distance from Re- 
solution, the head post of Messrs. 
Hislop & Nagle, to the Landing is 
about 800 miles, up stream. Nearly 
one hundred wiles of this distance is 
against a succession of heavy rapids, 
16 miles at Fort Smith and 80 miles 
at McMurray. Messrs. Hislop & | 
Nagle have purchased the steamer | 
Sparrow from McDougall & Secord, 
and had taken it successfully over the 
rapids at Fort Smith. J. Kelly is em- 
ployed by them to remain all winter and 
fit in the machinery, which had to be 
taken out to get her over the rapids, 
so as to be ready to start work in the 
spring. With this steamer at com- 
mand the firm will be able to extend 
their operations down the Mackenzie 
a thousand miles to the Arctic ocean. 
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A BIG BUSINESS. 


P. Burns is erecting in Calgary an 
abbatoir and cold storage. The form- 
er has a capacity of 300 steers per 
day and the latter wil! chill 4,000 
carcases, At present Mr. Burns im- 
ports 100,000 pounds of cured pork 
and hams, and disposes of the fresh 
pork of 50 hogs per day. He expects 


/to require 100 hogs per day during 


the coming season. He does the bulk 
of the meat trade of the Kootenay 
district. 


TOO MUCH TO STAND. 

The Buuetin is indebted toe? G. W. 
Hislop, formerly of Edmonton, for a 
clipping from a Tacoma paper giving | 
the comments of John E. Enright of | 
Chicago, on some of the stories of hard- 
ships and loss of life on the so called 
Edmonton trail. Mr. Enright went 
down the Athabasca, up the Liard and 
Dease and down the Stikine to 
Wrangel. He says: “I wish to correct 
the many errors which appeared in the 
associated press despatch, dated Wran- 
gel, Alaska.” Mr. Enright was of those 
who travelled across country from Snye- 
town on the Liard to Mud River post. 
It was the difficulties of this trip 
which was the foundation for the prin- 
cipal part of the stories of extreme suf- 
feriag on the Liard. Mr. Enright says : 
“The story of the indescribable horrors 
is much exaggerated, except in the 
case of Mr. Harris, who unfortunately 
was badly frozen last winter and will 
no doubt be crippled for life.”

Co. steamer Wrigley at Fort Norman, 
to come out. He was in very poor 
health all the way up the river. Dr. 
Mason, of Chicago, attended him to 
McMurray, when the sisters of charity 
volunteered to look after him for the 
remainder of the journey. Every 
possible care and attention was given 
him without avail. A doctor, who 
happened to be present when he died, 
pronounced the cause of death cancer 
of the stomach. Corp. Trotter, of the 
N. W. M. Police who was travelling 
with the party, took charge of the 
body, and also the worldly effects of 
the deceased. The latter were taken 
to Fort Saskatchewan, where they will 
be kept until his friends can be com- 
municated with. On the morning 
following death the remains were 
buried on the bank of the Athabasca 
near the Brule rapid, Ali the pas- 
sengers and boat crews of the travel- 
ling parties were present while the 
Rev. Father Bouchier, of the Fort 
Simpson-Mackenzie river mission, read 
the burial service. Every credit has 
to be given to Rev. Sister Letellier 
{superior of the Edmonton general

Fort Nelson. As already stated the 
parties split up there. Mr. Osborne, 
two Jamieson Brothers, from Gris- 
wold, Man. three of another party, 
Murphy and O'Neil of Chicago, Ged- 
| des, owner of a band of cattle, and 
some others, with about sixty horses 
left Nelson on August 5th tocross the 
Rocky Mountains to Mud and Dease 
rivers. They reached Mud river post, 
on the Liard west of the Rockies, on 
October 5th. Two months on the 
trip. All the horses but two and all 
the cattle got through safely. The 
two horses got footsore in crossing 
the mountains and had to be shot. 
The party had a good trail for forty 
miles from Fort Nelson along the 
bank of the Sicannie. The foothills 
were then reachea, and fiom there to 
Mud river there was practically no 
trail. They had no guide, winter was 
comming on, and at times they were 
much discouraged. However, there 
was not much muskeg, the timber 
was not heavy, and the mountains 
were not nearly as high or close to- 
gether as in Alberta. On reaching 
Mud river post Mr. Osborne decided 
to winter there. Geddes drove his cat- 


tle on to McDame’s creek, on Dease |. 


river, thinking they would winter 
there, but only six out of 46 head 
lived through the winter. His losses 
along the trail were very light. There 
was plenty of grass near Mud river 
post but the snow got deep and the 
weather cold and all the horses that 
were there died. About fifteen pros- 
| pectors wintered at Mud river post and 


about 100 lower down at Brule 
portage. 
Mr. Osberne and the Jamiesons 


pushed on over the ice in February, 
and reached the Liard post at the 
mouth of the Dease on theice. In 
the spring, after having visited Francis 
lake, the Jamiesons decided to go out 


by Wrangel. Mr. Osbourne bought 


four horses which had wintered at Mc- 


Dame’s creek, and joining two other 
men named Rowatt and Derrick, who 
had three horses each, they followed 
up Francis river to the lake and crossed 
to the Pelly river. They left Liard 
post about July Ist and reached Pelly 
banks about July 25th. They could 
find very little sign of Moody’s trail to 
Francis lake, but from Francis lake to 
Pelly banks the trail was well blazed 
and was fairly passable. Feed was 
good all the way. Murphy and 
Carroll, of Chicago, also made the trip 
with horses from Dease post to Pelly 
banks and went to Dawson and St. 
Michael’s. O’Neil, who travelled with 
Murphy across the mountains, went out 
by Wrangel. Three Montana men, 
who had wintered their horses near 
McDame’s creek, took them to Pelly 
banks and down the Pelly river to 
Selkirk, After coming some distance 
Jown the Pelly with the horses Mr. 
Osborne decided to take to the river in 
a boat, as he had then been attacked 
by scurvy; his right leg wes very sore. 
His boat was swamped below the 
mouth of Ross river and he lost $175 
in cash, his watch and almost every- 
thing in fact except a sleeping bag. 
His partners canght up to him, and one 
of them accompanied him down to 
Selkirk in the boat, while the other 
took the horses across country to the 
mouth of Salmon river, and from there 
down to Selkirk. Horse feed was fair- 
ly good along the Pelly, but travelling 
was difficult as there was no trail. 

Mr. Osborne was attacked by scurvy 


in July. It started in the right leg, 
apparently as the result of an injury. 
As soon as he reached Selkirk and 
could get potatoes, he began to recover.
